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Kyoto, once the capital of Japan from 794 to 1868, is an inter- 
national tourist city with an almost ten-centuries-old history of its 
development. A city rich in historic associations and legendary lore, 
Kyoto boasts of approximately one-fourth of Japan’s cultural 
properties of national treasure merit, including the halls, pagodas, 
gardens, paintings and sculptures of ancient shrines and temples. 

It also thrives as a producing center of fine silk fabrics, 
embroidery work, porcelain and lacquer ware, all of an original 
beauty and with a long tradition. Its graceful old-world streets are 
gay almost the year through with a variety of colorful festivities. 

Old Imperial Palace, dating from 1855, the most fascinating 
in the noble simplicity of its buildings encircled by an extensive turf. 
Ryoanji Temple, a Zen Buddhist temple, has a unique feature 
in its rock garden, which consists of white sand and fifteen rocks, 
creating a beauty symbolic of the meditative religion. 

Katsura Imperial Villa, originally built for an Imperial 
prince, stands in quiet and beautiful environs, the house and garden 
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Katsura Imperial Villa 
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“‘Maiko’”’ or young danseuses and Fushimi Momoyama Castle 


bringing out a beauty of refined simplicity. The house, built in shoin- 
zukuri style, is a fine specimen of Japanese architecture. 
Nanzenji Temple,a quiet Zen temple, is noted for the paint- 
ings on the sliding-screens of the Main Hall and the garden laid out 
with rocks and white sand. 
~ Nijo Castle, originally built in 1603 by the first Tokugawa 
shogun as his residence, is well known for its gorgeous interior 
decorations. Kinkakuji Temple (Gold Pavilion), originally the 
villa of a court noble, is a building of three stories with a bronze 
phoenix on the roof. The hall is gilt; hence the name. Heian 
Shrine was built in 1895 to commemorate the 1,100th anniversary 
of the removal of the capital from Nara to Kyoto. Its garden pre- 
sents a lovely sight at each season with cherry flowers in spring, 
irises in summer, bush clovers in autumn and snow in winter. 
Fushimi Momoyama Castle, reconstructed in 1964 with 
reinforced concrete, contains ancient helmets and armour. In the 


garden are kept many peacocks. 


Kinkakuji Temple or Gold Pavilion in spring 
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Nara, a city even older than Kyoto, was the national capital of 
Japan for some 70 years from 710 to 784. It abounds in tourist 
attractions, of.which the colossal bronze Buddha enshrined at the Todaiji 
Temple and the tame deer roaming at will in Deer Park are perhaps 
the best known. It played an important role in history as the cradle 
of Japan’s arts, crafts, literature and industries. The whole city of 
Nara lies in the midst of scenic surroundings, in a highly restful 
atmosphere. The old shrines and temples, halls and pagodas, 
Buddhist sculptures, objects of art and craft, that are found in the 
city are the cultural legacies that Japan proudly offers to the world. 

Nara Park, popularly known as Deer Park because of over 
1,000 tame deer roaming in it, contains such interesting edifices as 
Todaiji Temple, Kofukuji Temple, Kasuga Shrine and the National 
Museum. Nara National Museum keeps a valuable collection 
of paintings and sculptures, particularly those representing the 
Buddhist art of the day. Kofukuji Temple, originally built in 
710, is famed for the 50-m. high Five-story Pagoda erected in

1426. Todaiji Temple, dating from 1709, is well known for 
its chief object of worship, the Daibutsu, a colossal image of Buddha 
14.85m. in height. The temple soars 52.0 m., the tallest wooden 
structure in the world. Among other principal edifices are the 
Sangatsudo and Nigatsudo Halls and the Shosoin Repository. 
Kasuga Shrine, painted in bright vermilion, is celebrated 
for its fine architecture and enchanting setting and for the 3,000 


stone and hanging lanterns, each of a fascinating design. 
Toshodaiji Temple, founded in 759 by Ganjin, an illustrious 


Chinese priest, is noted for the dry-lacquer statues of Birushana- 
butsu, Thousand- Handed Kannon and Yakushi-nyorai, all designated 
as ‘“‘National Treasures.”’ Horyuji Temple, founded in 607, is 
the oldest wooden structure extant in the world. It comprises about 
40 buildings, which have been designated as “‘National Treasures.”’ 

The Museum Yamato Bunkakan, built in 1960 by the Kinki 
Nippon Railway, is a modern art gallery with a valuable collection 
of masterworks of art, including paintings and sculptures.

Ise-Shima, a sea park enjoying a worldwide repute for the 
pearl culture industry, is a national park covering the larger part of 
Ise and Shima Provinces in the southern extremity of Mie Prefect- 
ure in central Japan. The magnificent masculine seascape on the 
Pacific side presents a fine contrast to the calm inland sea on which 
are seen afloat many rafts for pearl culture forming a geometrical 
design. In the rough seas near the shore women divers are seen 
gathering abalones and lobsters. 

Cultured Pearls, beloved by the softer sex of the world, are 
the special products of Shima and are exported in large quantities 
as ear-rings and necklaces. Pearls are cultured by inserting irri- 
tants, tiny beads of mother-of-pearl, which will form the nuclei of 
the pearls, into the mantle of living oysters and keeping them in 
wire cages hung from the wooden rafts floating in the sea for three 
to four years. You can have a rough idea of pearl cultivation at the 


Mikimoto Pearl Island at Toba or at the National Pearl Research 
Laboratory at Kashikojima.

late Kokichi Mikimoto first succeeded in cultivating an iridescent 
semi-spherical pearl. 


Kashikojima, the largest island in the park, serves as the 
base for pleasure cruises in and around Ago Bay. There is plush 
Shima Kanko Hotel with every modern convenience.
